No. '.'DO. 

RATES AND TAXES BY-LAW, 1893. 



mHB Municipal Council of Lho Corporation 
-i- of tlio City of Victoria enacts as follows:— 

Sec. 1. Thcro is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and there shall be raised and collected 
an equal into of thirteen nills on tho dollar 
upon all land upon tho asaesoiaidr.t roll for tho 
year 1M13 o' the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, at its assessed value thereon. 

Sec. 2. '1 here is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, ard there sh ill bo raised and rollected 
an equal rato of twolvo mi Is on the dollar upon 
all improvements uoon the assessment roll for 
tho year 1803, of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, at their assessed valuo thcroon. 

Sec, 3. For the purpose of raising money to 
create n fund to d fray expenses connected 
with the Board of Ilea th, all laud In tho City 
of victoria Ishorehy na esicd at its value as 
assessed upon tho assessment roii of tho said 
Corporation for the year 1893. nnd for tho like 
purpose thoro i-hall bo levied a d collected 
thoreon a special rato of six mills on lho 
dollar. 

Sec. i. Tho aforesaid rates and taxes shall 
bo dvio and payable to tho Colli ctor of tho said 
Corporation at hi -> ofllco at tho City Hall, Vic- 
toria, on the thirtieth day of August, A D. 1893, 
and all persons who pay the aforesaid rates 
or taxes on or beforo lho thirty-fltst day of 
Octobor, A.D , 1893, shall bi oi titlo-l to s dis- 
count or recuction of one-sixth of the amount 
thereof. 

Sec. 5. The rates and taxes on land or on im 
provemonta which are unpaid un the 31st day 
of December, A.D 1S'J3 shall bear interest 
therefrom until paid iu full, at Lho rato of seven 
per centum per annum thereon. 

Soc. li. Tho terms "1 md" or "improvements," 
as used in this by-law, sha.l have tho mi aning 
set forth in sec ion two of tho Municipal Act, 
1892, as amended ia the Municipal Act Amend- 
ment Act, lt93. 

.Sec. 7. *ny by law or by-laws containing any 
provision or provisions which may bo or which 
are inconsistent with or repugnant ta tho pro- 
visions ol this by law is, and aro hereby repeal- 
ed, in so far only as tho Saino arc so inconsist- 
ent or repugnant, but not oi herwiso, so as that 
full force and effect shall be given to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law. 

S< e 8. This by-law may he cited as "Tax By- 
Law, 1893,"

— An apparontly well 
founded rumor is in circulation in tho best 
informed circles hero to-day, to tho effect 
time when Sir Charles Topper arrives from 
Liverpool, Bhortly, ho will tako over tho 
leadership of the Cuneervuti vo party fiom 
Sir John Thompson, who will qo on the 
Benoh, Various other changes in the Cab- 
inet aro suggested as impending.

The Home Rule Bill With tho Aid of 
the Closure Passes 
Committee. 

London, July 27. — On tho Government 
programme ten o'clock this evening was the 
hour set for tho closure of tho debate in 
Committee on tho Homo Rule bill. The 
parts ofthobill leftover from the discussions 
of lust week and for the divisions this even- 
ing wore tho new finunciul cluuseB, the 
schedules and Lho preamble. Tho galleries 
of the House woro filled with persons ex- 
pectant of an exciting scene, at the close of 
tho commitLee's labors. Few members were 
abjont from tho benches on the door of the 
housu. The proceedings early in t he even- 
ing wero tamo enough. John Clancy, Par- 
uolliLo for Norlb Dublin county, moved an 
amendment lo tho effect that the Imperial 
Government should guarantee to Ireland 
£5110,000 annually during the provisional 
period of six years. 

Mr. Gladstone declined to accept the 
amendment. The finunci >1 scheme under 
discussion, he said, provided fully for the 
equitable, even liberal, treatment of the 
new Irish Government. If lho estimates, 
which had been made with the greatest, care, 
were realized, Ireland would have .CSl'J.OOO 
annually assured hor. 

Rt. Hon. Mr, Goschen, Chancollor of the 
Exchequer in the late Salisbury cabinet, 
also spoke against Mr. Clancy's motion. 
Obscure members continued the debate un- 
til 9:45, just fifteen minules before the 
closuro was to bo applied, Then Joseph 
Chamberlain rose to deliver tho final broad- 
side of the Opposition. Ho was still smart 
ing under the last ea3ligalion of Mr. Glad- 
stone, and spoko with corresponding 
bitterness. Alter a few scornful and 
biting wordB as to tho conduct of 
the ministers, ho began giviug his 
opinion of the closuro as applied 
by tho Government. Tho members, ho 
said were about to witness the last scene iu 
a discreditable farc° The debute on tho 
financial clauses had been a inero sham. 
The Government had stood over friend and 
foe alike, reu''y to let fall tho guillotine 
without regard for justice or constitutional 
rights. The IriBh members as well as the 
Unionists wero not permitted to discuss the 
important financial questions presented by 
the new clauses. Rut such discussion w'us 
to be cut short. The bill had been changed 
in its most vital features; still nodebato was 
regarded os necessary, since, whatever was 
altered, the bill was almost found perfect by 
tho adherents of tho Prime Minister. 

Jeero from the Irish, cheers from the Un- 
ionists and counter cheers from the Liberals 
interrupted Mr. Chamberlain at this point. 
Ho waited two or three minutes beforo tln-y 
abated sufficiently for him to speak without 
effort, and then proceeded thus : 

"The Prime Minister calls black, and the 
adherents say it is good. lie calls while, 
and they say it is better. (Unionist laugh- 
ter) It is always tho voice of God. Never 
since the timo of Herod hus there been 
such. " 

Mr. Chamberlain got no further. Im- 
mediately ufter resuming his speech ho had 
been warned by muttcrings from the Irish 
benches that a storm was gathering. He 
could hardly have expected the suddenness 
with which it broke, for, with his half- 
finished reference to Herod, thero oume 
from the Nationalists such a roir us hus not 
been heard in tho House since the days of 
Parnell. Mr. Chamberlain was startled, 
but he tried to talk on. His voice was, 
however, inaudible to tho House. He 
turned towards the Nationalists, ami yells 
of excora'inn sounded above the roar. 

J. 1'. O'Connor sprang to his feet and, 
leaning towards Mr. Chamburlain, shouted 
"Judas" so loudly that the cpllhot could 
bo heard through the Home. The rest of 
tho Irishmen took up tho cry and for half a 
minute shouted "Judas!" in chorus. 
Meantime tho clock struck ton. 

Chairman Mellor tried to put the closure, 
but his voico onuld not bo heard amid the 
shouts of the Irish und the Unionists. Then 
came a scone unprecedented in Parliament- 
ary history. Mr. Meilor gave, in a weak 
voico, the customary directions to clear the 
House for a division. As the disorder sub- 
Bided, preparations wero made to execute 
hese directions. The Conservatives, however, 
flatly refused to quit tho House, Viciry, 
Gibbs, Gibson, Rowles and VVm. Hanbury 
snouted to the chairman ihut ho must first 
call Mr. O'Connor to order for having called 
Mr. Chamberlain names. 

Mr. Mellor protested that he had not 
heard the epithots in question. Nobody 
told him what Mr O'Connor had said. 

While tho members crowded forward iu 
excited groups shaking their fists and shout- 
ing their demands, Messrs. Gibbs, Rowles 
and Hanbury got together, and to make 
themselves heard shouted in chorus at Mr 
Mellor, "Will you direct that those words 
be taken down '! " 

Lo'd Rindolph Churchill and Sir Edward 
Clarke got hold of Mr. Gibbs and sturted 
him for the front bench, that ho might 
elucidate tho cause of tho row to Mr. Mellor, 
who was making strenuous but vain t lions 
to learn what the grievance of the Tory trio 
was. Mr. Gibbs tried to go forward, but in 
the general jostling and shouting he was so 
pushed about and confused that he gave up 
his purpose, and Mr. Mellor remained un- 
informed. Meantime half of the Unionists 
had olimbed to tho benches and were shout- 
ing "Gag ! " Others were struggling in the 
aisles and benches with their Radical, Lib- 
eral or IriBh antagonists. Gross insults 
were heard on all sides. 

John Logan, Liberal, ran to the first Op- 
position bench and began upbraiding Ed- 
ward Carson, a Tory, as ho shook his fiat 
under that gentleman's noso. Goorge 
Wyndham and William Fisher jumped to 
tho assistance of their party colleagues, 
seized Mr. Logan by tho neck, threw him 
to the floor head lirat and bundled him un- 
der a bench. 

Somebody smashed Tim Healy'o big hat 
over his eyes. Heuly tore off tho hat und 
throw himsolf over into tho aislo in full 
lighting posture just as Mr. Hanbury, still 
shouting that tho chairman must nnme Mr. 
O'Connor, was trying to get by. Mr. Hun- 
bury was knocked over u bench by tho force 
of the collision beforo Mr. Heuly got in a 
blow, 

A ft-eo fight then broko out at the top of 



tho gangway. The centre of it was William 
Redmond, Parnellite, who had taken ad- 
vantage of the general license to push over 
Colonel Sauuderson, tho champion of the 
men of Ulstor. Colonel Saunderson was 
rescued and led an attack on tho Parnellitcs. 
Plows wero struck right and left ; members 
fell and wero picked up by their friends to 
fight again, and the wholo Bpaco between 
tho front benches was filled with a 
strueglirg, oursing mass of members, strik- 
ing, clawing and upsetting each other. 
Manful efforts wero made to separate the 
combatants. The Sergeunts at-Arms forced 
their way through tho thick of tho fight ; 
but as fast as one group was pacified another 
came to blows. 

Eventually Mr. Gladstone begged Edwrd 
Majoribanks, a sturdy Liberal, to do some- 
thing to stop tho fighting 

Mr. Majoribanks made his way through 
the tangled mass of belligerents and made 
appeals in the name of thu Premier. Finally 
he succeeded in stemming tho turn. oil 
When Col. S oinderson emerged from the 
lighters ho was holding a hunch of keys to 
his black eye. Others followed in a more 
or less damaged condition. 

Just us peuco was assured tho doors lead- 
ing to the lobby opened, and Dr. Tanner, 
who had been outside and had heard of the 
light bur. a minute hi fore, came down the 
House, leu ping over benches in his haste to 
get into the ineleo. Tho Sergeant at-Arms 
caught him half way, and restrained him 
until he consented to keep the peace. 

Mr. Balfour hud been absent during tho 
trouble. Mr. Gladstone, sitting bolt, up 
right, had waotched the scene with inflimed 
face and an expression of sorrow, indigna- 
tion and astonishment, which will never bo 
i II iced from the memory of those observing 
him. 

Chairman Mellor sent for Speaker Peel as 
soon as order was restored. When the 
Speaker entered several Conset vatives rose, 
and pointing to Mr. Gladstone, exclaimed, 
"Thero Bits Lho author of iL all." 

While Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Balfour and 
Mr. Mellor conferred as to what should ho 
done, the combatants were comparing notes. 
Not u few of them showed tho effects of 
rough handling Tim Healy had recoived a 
hard blow on tho face, and one cheek was 
budly swollen. William Redmond had also 
a bad spot on his face. 

The hum of voices died out aa Spenker 
Peel, stern and dignified, took tho chair. 
A Blight cheer was given for him, and then 
Mr. Mellor, aa chairman, reported to Mr. 
Peel, ub Speaker of tho House, what hud oc- 
curred. Mr. Mellor spoko in a low, sorrow- 
ful voice, but the members had become so 
quiet that not a word was inaudible In 
response to the Speaker's request, Mr. 
Oibbs then made his complaint iu regard to 
Mr. O'Connor's remark. MeBsra. llinbury 
and | William Johnston, Conservative, cor- 
roborated his statement. 

The Speaker asked Mr. O'Connor to say, 
on his word of honor, whether or not ho had 
used tho word " Judps." 

Tim Healy, amid loud cries of " Order ! " 
tnteposcd to usk whether no attention would 
be p iid to the refusal of members to enter 
the lobbies for the division. This, ho said, 
was the real reuson why the Speaker had 
been summoned. Should it not then bo 
considered first ? 

The Speaker at once appealed to tho party 
leaders to tell him what hud occurred. 

Cheers and calls for Mr. Gladstone 
brought tho Premier to his feet. He said : 
" I regret to say that neither my eyes nor 
ears enable me to givo a very cleur account 
of the affair." He then gravely described 
the even's as they had been reported to him 
by his lieutenants, uud eventually expressed 
the opinion that the division should bo 
taken before the "Judas" incident should 
be taken up. 

Mr. Balfour recited the account of the 
fight, given him by his colleagues, und 
Mr. Healy 'a request. 

Mr. Mellor again told what he know of 
tho affair. He said he had not heard tho 
offensive epithets, but hud ordered that it 
be taken down, and then Bummoned the 
Speaker. 

Speaker Peel thanked the leaders und 
Mr. Mellor for their aid. He added : " I 
have arrived at the conclusion that the ex- 
pression alleged to have been used was the 
oiiginul cause of the disorder; I feel certain 
Lho gentleman who usod tho words did so in 
tho heat and irritation of the moment. If 
he were simply to say he regrets having used 
them, I am quite certain it would be my 
duty to take no further notico of theuffiir." 

Amid Consorvativo cries of " withdraw " 
Mr. O'Connor humbly apologized to the 
Speaker if any words of his had contributed 
to bring about this regrettable Blule of 
affairs. 

The Speaker said the apology was most 
ample ; that tho House could expect no 
more. "I trust," he added, "that mem- 
bers will now proceed to business in a man- 
ner to do honor to tho traditions of the 
House, und not allow any enemy of our con- 
stituents to look buck." 

The rest of lho sentence was loat in a 
storm of cheers. 

Colonel Suunderson rose as soon as the 
cheering subsided, and despite frequent in- 
terruptions, antl shouts of " No " from tho 
Irish, ho recounted excitedly how an unti- 
Parnellite had hit him in tho eye. The in- 
creasing confusion threatened a renewal of 
tho riot, when Mr. Balfour and Timothy 
Harrington rose together. , 

Mr Balfour yielded the floor and the Irish 
became moro tranquil. Amid laughter and 
ironical cheers Mr. Harrington said he took 
part in the conflict only to help tho Sergeant- 
at-Arms to restore order. He said ho had 
seen Col Saunderson striko several mem- 
bers beforo Mr. Groan hit him. 

Thomas Condon (anti-Parncllite) con- 
firmed this statement. 

A hubbub then aroso in the House, and 
tho Speaker requested 'members to let tho 
sul ject drop, as it waa futile to go back to 
the disagreeable incidents of tho disturb- 
ance. 

Mr. Mellor then resumed the chair. Tho 
new clauso waB adopted by a vote of 312 to 
291. 

Aa another clause, which had not been 
discussed was to bo put to a vote, somebody 
challenged Mr. Balfour to read it. In an 
undertone, Mr. Rilfour Buid " No, no, don't 
have it. 'end." The clauso was carried by a 
vole of 321 to 28S. 

Tho two other financial clauses wero car- 
ried without division. The postponement 
of the 15'h and 10 h clauses was adopted on 
a vote of ,'JIG to 28,'i. 

Tho motion that the. first schedule stand 
part of tho bid Was carried by a vote of IU0 
to 277. 

Tbe second schedule was carried by 2!)0 
to 275. utnid loud Opposition cheera, Tho 
reat of tho schedules wero adopted without 
noteworthy incidents.

Strong: Objection Taken to tho Halo 
of the Thousand Islanils by 
the Government. 



Relations Between Canada and Aus- 
tralia- Messrs. Huddarr, and Ward 
Interview Government.

Ottawa, July 27.— An agitation has been 
starled in Kingston against tho Bale of a 
portion of thu Thousand Islunda. It iB suid 
to bo dictated solely by interealcd moLivea 
on Lhe part of Kingaton people who claim to 
be deprived of their camping and fishing 
grounds. For years complaint hus been 
mado that tho Canadian islands had not 
been developed owing to the stringent regu- 
lations. Now. tho regulations havo been 
relaxed a kick comes from opposite quarters. 

Messrs Huddart and Ward of tho Can- 
adian-Australian steamship lino had a con- 
ference with Hon. Mr. Bowell to day to 
arrange tho detuila of lhe service. It is 
likely a provision will be inserted a lowing 
the vessels to cull ut tho F ji Inlands as well 
as at Honolulu.

Captain Bonrke's Statement in De- 
fence Before tlio Court 
Martial, 



His Tribute to Officers and Men- He 
is Acquitted of All 
Blame. 



Valktta, July 27.— The prosecution 
closed yesterday, and Cupt. Bourke began 
at the opening of tho court this morning to 
read his defence. He reviewed tho evidence 
in detail, paying most particular attention 
to the testimony given regarding tho respon- 
sibility for the disuster. He said the question 
was whether he, with Vice Admiral Tryon 
on the chart bouso of the Victoriu, ought to 
have acted independently. The Court alono 
could answer this question. Ho could not 
say what ho should have done if Vice- Admiral 
Tryon hud not been there ; but his feeling 
waa he Bhould havo taken more etrenuous 
action at an early period of the nmiLceuvres 
without the sanction of tho Vice- Admiral, 
and should have Bent aft and informed him 
of what he hud done. Captain Bjurbe paid 
a most eloquent tribute to the behavior 
of everybody on board, especially 
to tho young officers who had beori 
cut off at tho opening of their careers. 
He concluded by expressing the deep grief 
of all tho Burvivora ut tho loss of Vice- 
Admiral Tryon. 

Tho court subsequently found that no 
responsibility attached to Captain Bourke 
for the disaster, and he wub therefore ac- 
quiLled of all blame. 



FKANCE AND SIAM. 



Notice Given of the Blockade of Bang- 
kok and the Gulf of 
Siam. 



The Government of the Kingdom 
Anxious to Avoid Conflict With 
the French. 



Banokok, July 27. — Notice was given 
to-duy of tho blockade by lho French fleet. 
Outgoing vessels huve been warned that 
they must clear from Bangkok and keep 
away from Koh-Si-Chang before Saturday 
or submit to dotention. Tho blockade will 
extend along the entire north coaat of the 
Gulf of Siam. The French fleet, with M. 
Pavie, French minister resident, hus gono 
to Ko-Si-Chang. Tho general expectation 
is that early in August tho French fleet 
will attack Bangkok and land sorao 
5, (UK) men. Thero is little doubt hero that 
tho French purpose to make Siam a French 
colony. Tho Siamese Government is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to avoid open warfare. 
When the gunboat Lutin was al lhe Menum 
bar, early this morning, the Foreign Minis- 
ter sent to M. Pavie u noto, to the effect 
that the King and his advisors woro moBt 
anxious to maintain pi ace. All such efforts, 
however, are believed by tho English resi- 
dents to be in vain. Unless Great Britain 
interferes to UBsist in a settlement of the 
dispute, there can be littlo expectation or 
even hope thuL Franco will refrain from ox- 
Lremo measures.

A Denver Mob Break Open the Jail 
and Make Away With a 
Murderer, 



Dragged to the Street, Suspended 
From a Tree and Riddled 
With Bullets. 



Denver, July 27 — Tuesday night, B, C. 
Lightfoot, an old Grand Army man, was 
brutally murdered by Dan Anita, an Italian 
saloonkeeper of unsavory fume. The mur- 
derer was placed in tho county jail, and the 
matter had been discussed all day hy the 
people. Many threats of lynching were 
made, but not much attention was paid to 
them, us it waa thought tho time for frontier 
justice in Denver had passed. This even- 
ing, however, there was a Urge mass meet- 
ing of ■jofimployed men at Seventeenth and 
Market streets. There wore speeches made 
on the present financial depression, and 
kindred topics. When tlio speakers were 
through, a tall, gray- whiskered veteran, 
wearing a Grand Army uniform, mounted 
tho stand und shouted: "Follow me." 
Tlio crowd understood him, and 5,000 people 
took up the march after bin) to the county 
.jail. On tho way they Were joined b} 
many hundreds, und wheu the j ol was 
reached tho crowd numbered fully 10,000 

Tlio j ill is a new and massive one, and it 
was not, ihouglit it could be entered by the 
crowd. Beams and every other available 
forms of hitieniig implements, however, 
Were brought, into pltty, and in u short time 
the outside riouron the north side was bat- 
tered in. At tliis point, Capt. Crews, the 
jailer, and the guards, assisted by some city 
police, turned a heavy utr.-iuu of water upon 
tho crowd. It had no effect on their ardor. 
By this time tho crowd in tho streets 
around the j-til hud swelled to 40,000 at 
least. Tho people in the jail turned off eiio 
lights, leavmg the entrance in darkness. 
Tho crowd secur ed headlights from some 
Cahlo cars and brought them to the seeno. 
When the door leading to the j ill office full 
in the guards inside begun to tire. The en- 
raged mob did not hesitate, although two of 
their number received painful wounds. The 
guard was quickly overpowered and, as the 
jailer would not givo any information, the 
crowd started in a search for Aruta's cell. 

When it was reached it was quickly 
broken into. One of the mob, with a knife, 
rippod at the murderer's abdomen. Others 
interfered und ho wus drugged out to the 
street, pulled up to tho limb of a tree and 
his body riddled with bullets. Finally the 
ropo broke anil his bleeding body fell into 
tho gurter with a Bplush. Some of the 
crowd yelled to burn it, but finally a num- 
ber ot men seized the rope and dragged the 
corpse by the neek through the mud into 
the heart of tho liudness portion of the city. 
At Seventeenth und Curtis streets tho body 
was again strung up to n telegraph pole, 
and it, was a quarter of an hour beforo the 
police took it down and placed it in the 
morgue. Tho crowds then dispersed. 
A number of jail otlicials wore bad- 
ly hurt by missiles thrown by tho mob. 



DEBDS OF A DEUON. 

A Jealous Laborer Kills His Wife and Two 
Children. 

PITTSBURG, July 27. — Early yesterday 
morning the lire department was called to 
extinguish a small blaze in tho house of 
John Smouse, an ignorant laborer. They 
found the bodies of Sinouse's wife and two 
Bmall children, who were evidently murder- 
ed, and the house fired to conceal the crime. 
Tho little children had tho uppeuranco of 
having been smother, d, although the bodies 
also showed mat ks of violence. Their cloth- 
ing Was burned litt le, though hid they been 
living wheu the lire sturted they would have 
had rfo difficulty in getting away from the 
small bluzj. Tne children were Mary and 
Maggie, tour nntl two years old respectively. 
Tho husband was at once surrounded by firo- 
meu arid the police sent for. He told the 
story that ho hid been sleeping on the floor 
down stairs, but was awakened by ih- 
smoke and ran up Btairs to extinguish th- 
flames. It was then, he said, that he first 
discovered tho dead bodies of his wife and 
children. 

The police, however, have a different i3ea 
of the crime, and at onco placed Smouse 
under arrest. Tney were confident that 
murders were committed, _nd say the 
murderer set lire to the house to conceal the 
crime. Smouse is 35 ycurs of age and 
apparently very ignorant. There was one 
more child in the family, but by some means 
the little one escaped the general massacre 

Tho bodies of the victims were taken to 
tho morgue, and Smouse was locked up in 
the station house to await tho investigation 
by the coroner. The child saved is five 
years old, but this weeping boy told the 
police that his father killed his mother. 
" He hit her on the head three times with a 
hatchet," Bobbed tho littlo fellow. The 
neighbors think jealousy was the cause of 
the awful crime. 



A PR K ACHE It'S PROMISES. 

How He Swindler! the Public and was Horse- 
whipped by n. l'luc.ky Young Woman. 

Portland, July 27. — Rev. O. D. Taylor, 
a Baptist piiaotiL-r at Tne Dalles, who wus 
horsewhipped a few days ago by an irate 
Bchoolma'am to whom he owed £100, was 
yesterday arrested und brought to this city, 
accused of embezzling $50,000, funds of the 
Interstate Investment company, of which 
ho has been for a long time manager. Tay- 
lor is president of the Wasco Independent 
academy at Tho Dalles. He owed §100 to 
Miss Holcomb, a teacher in the academy, 
and refused to pay. Miss Aqua, a warm 
friend of Miss Holcomb, took up the 
hitter's fight and laid the whip on the 
clergyman in vigorous style. The Dalles 
Times, speaking of tho occurrunce, sayt: 
" We have rarely seen such an exhibition 
of public sympathy as was extended to the 
young lady who horsewhipped D. Taylor 
this afternoon. At one time excitement ran 
so high that niony believe, if a leader had 
assumed command, a riot would have re- 
sulted, and the reverend gentleman would 
have been the victim. While the act is to 
be deplored, very many express the opinion 
that Taylor recc'."cd an more than he dc- 
Berved. There lire many people from the 
East in the city who have been deluded out, 
of their earnings by his promises in regard 
to investments tit North Dalles, and these 
have no friendly feeling towards tho gentle- 
man."

MURDERED MISSIONARIES. 

Details of tho Kllllne of Two American Mis- 
sionaries In Ohinii. 

Vancouver, July 27 —Tho Swedish mis- 
Bionurios massacred at Sung Pu, near Han- 
kow, on July 1, were of Bishop Taylor's 
party, recruited in Wisconsin about six 
months ago. The steamship Empress of 
India, which arrived yesterday, brings the 
detuils of the murder of those missionaries. 
RevH, Wikholm aud JohanEon, the mission- 
aries, arrived in Sung Pu last April, and 
were the only missionaries there Sung Pu 
is an important market place northoust of 
Hankow, and contaius ubout thirty 
ihousand inhabitants, They made no 
converts, but on the contrary their 
lives woro in danger almost from the 
start. They were warned by servanta that 
they would be killed on July I, but took no 
precaution except to send a letter to tho 
magistrate demanding protection, Early 
in the morning of July 1, tho missionaries' 
houso was surrounded by a mob. The mis- 
sionaries attempted to escape over the roofs 
of houses, but wero followed by the mob 
Kinully they could go no further and 
dropped into the street into tho hands of 
the mob. 

Their sufferings wero short. Mr. Wik- 
holm's skull was smashed with on ux und 
Mr. JnhuDBon was speedily beuten out of all 
resemblance to a human being by bamboo 
rods unci iron bars. Thj'ir bodies were 
stripped naked, subjoo'ed to revolting mud 
latious and left on tho street for tho dogs 
lo eat. Tho mob then looted aud burned 
the missionaries' houses. Two missionaries 
from Hankow, in company with a mandarin 
and soldiers, left for Sung Pu on July 4 to 
Investigate the matter uad recover the 
bodies. 



RENEWED DEPRESSION. 

A Most Erratic Stock Market in New 
York— No Failures 
Announced. 



Larpe Shipments of Gold Expected 
from Europe— Prices Advanced 
Toward the End. 

New York, July 27.— The day opened at 
tho Stock Exchange with renewed depres- 
sion, and u sudden drop of -1 points in 
Lackawanna to 127, created no little un- 
G isinessas a repetition of yesterday's heavy 
lq nidations, with possible failures was 
feared in stock circles. General Electric 
Consolidated Gas, Chicago Gaa, American 
Sugar, Canada Southern and a few others 
sustained lossos of 1 to .IJ per cent., but 
speculation soon quieted down when it was 
found thut there was somo support to tho 
market. Tho strength of tho London 
market rind liberal foreign buying orders, 
tended to restore confidence in a measure, 
but the "bears" rushed their ruids at 
every opportunity, nnd the result wus most 
erratic, advancing sharply one minute and 
then breaking badly the next. It was no- 
ticeable ufter the first hour or so of busi- 
ness that tho majket resisted thn attacks 
made upon it with increasing force, and 
later it became evident that an accumula- 
tion of stocks was in progress by s.ronti 
houses nnd individual operators. The 
really important movement of the day oc- 
curred ufter delivery hours, when all the 
stock exchange houses having gone through 
the trouble, the street heaved a sigh of re- 
lief, when it was found that there were to 
bono failures and it was greatly encouraged 
by the steps taken by some of the bankers 
in connection with the clearing house hanks 
to import a largo umnunt of gold in the 
immediate future, a quantity of which 
will be shipped from Europe on 
Saturday to tnis side, the low 
rates of exchange ri inking the operation 
feasible. Eon tan purchased of stock wero 
estimated at 40,000 shares, and tho invest- 
ment buying of small lots for home account 
was on u larger scale than for many years.

petrating it to tho unmeasured contempt of 
the nation sn'l the world. The people of 
Oregon, therefore, beg of you to aid in 
currying out the written pledge of your 
p.rty by the restoration of the former 
tiouncial policy of the Government, which 
would result in the return of prosperity, 
the revival of industries and employment of 
tho vast army of unemployed. 

We have not heard whether or not the 
Vice-l'iesirient was edified by tho leoturo 
that tho Governor of Oregon, with such 
good taulu, lead tu 111 ill, but, if IVO are to 
judge by his curt and indefinite answer, wo 
may conclude that he estimated it at its 
true value.

A SNEAKING ATTACK. 

It appears that tho Times cannot resist 
tho temptation to impute improper motives 
to thoso who undertake to perform a public 
duty. It has been running so long in the 
rut of disparagement and false accusation, 
that we question whether it can got out of 
it if it tried. In commenting upon the ac- 
tion of tho School Trustees, it is not con- 
tent with condemning what thoy have done 
as errors of judgment, but it must a good 
deal moro than insinuate that they were 
influenced in their action by private con- 
siderations. It says the 

"South Ward residents take very grave 
objection to the site selected for their Ward 
school, so thoy have a double reason to find 
fault, with tho actions of tho Board. This 
indignation is all tho greater because tin y 
feel that tho selection of both site and the 
plan wis n 't dictated by any ea;/er de-lire to 
nerve the public. It might have been sup 
posed ttiat when the people were given the 
opportunity of electing their school trustees 
they would secure the services of men ready 
to sink all private considerations in r> gird 
for tno pub ic welfare. That this resuk has 
not been quite reached is obvious from the 
fact* connected with the South Ward School." 

The italics are ours. This is the meanest 
way in which public servants could be at- 
tacked. If the Times knows of any "facts" 
which show that tho Trustees were not 
actuated by what they considered the pub- 
lic good it is bountl in honesty and fairness 
to state them openly. What were the 
" private considerations " which influenced 
them in solecting the sito and in ehooainL' 
tho plans ? If tho trustees have been dis- 
honost in these matters let the Times dis- 
tinctly specify in what the dishonesty con- 
sists ? It has said too much now to bo 
silent. Aro the assertions made, in the 
passage wo have quoted, based upon facts, 
or aro they simply sneaking slanders? 



PEN NO YER'S WEL COME. 

Tho Vice-President of the United States 
must have felt happy when he was not 
only civilly but cordially welcomed by 
Governor l'cnuoyer of Oregon. When the 
reply which that very independent person- 
age gave to the President's telegram was re- 
membered there might have beeu doubts as 
to the manner iu which lie would receive 
and groet the Vice-President, liut Mr. 
Stevenson must have felt relieved when ho 
mot the Governor at Salem and when that 
porsonago welcomed him with an elaborate 
political speech. On such an occasion good 
baste would dictuto that Mr. Pennoyer 
would avoid controversial subjects. But 
the Bolf satisfied and irreprcssiblo Governor 
could not resist tho temptation of spreading 
himself out, of dictating to tho Vice-Preui- 
dent and of making a bid for votes. Tho 
speech of welcome, which was very oarefully 
prepared, contained the following rather 
turgid sentences : — 

No fairer land upon tho earth is visited 
by tho sunlight of heaven than our own 
Oregon, and yet with all our resourcrs many 
of our industries ure at a standstill, and 
hundreds of our laboring men are with' 
employment and their families aro without 
bread. This condition of uH'uirs is the 
legitimate result of a departuro from tho 
financial policy of our fathers, which was 
made two years ugo and which atill exists. 
Believing this, we appeal to you to use your 
utmost influence to procure a return to tho 
policy of government which was success- 
fully followed for eighty years. Tho sirnplo 
repeal of tho Sherman law, thus leaving 
our financial system on a gold baais, by the 
great political party which elected you to 
tho next highest ofHoo in the gift of the peo- 
ple, which has gained control of the 
legislative and executive brunches of 
tho government, and which pledged 
itself to tho people in its last 
national plutform to secure, without 
discriminating against either motal, tho 
coinago and use of both gold and silver as 
tho standard money of our couuery, would 
be a most flagrant broach of good faith, 
which all honorable men would scorn And 
would would justly subject the party per- 



AN IMPORTANT APPOINTMENT. 

The death of Senator Stanford placed up- 
on tho shoulders of the Governor of Califor- 
nia a very serious responsible y. Tho Leg- 
islature of the State uoc being iu session, it 
devolved upon Governor Markham. to ap- 
point a Senator in the late Lilaud Stanford's 
pluco. Tho Governor evidently did not un- 
dertake the duty with a light heart. He 
knows, as well as anyone, the importance of 
the present crisis in the United S.ates, und 
he also knows that in the decision which 
Congress is called upon to make very much 
depends upon the composition of the Senate. 
It is not known with anything like certainly 
how the Senato will divide on the repeal of 
the Sherman Act, and it is believed that it 
is on the action of the Senato in that most 
important matter, the welfare of 
tho United States in the imme- 
diate fu'ure, in a very great 
measure depends. It may so happen that 
the Senator appointed by Mr. Markham 
will have tho power of deciding tho ques 
tion ono way or tho other. One vote iu the 
Senate, as matters stand, may count for a 
very great deal. 

There have been many conjectures as to 
the choico that tho Governor of California 
would make. Several gentlemen of ability 
and ii.fluenco havo been named, and no 
doubt considerable pressure w«s, in one way 
or other, brought to bear on that official. 
Ho was, through tho whole agitation, calm 
and serene. He never allowed the most ie- 
moto hint of his intention to escapa him. 
He declared more than once that his solo 
deBire was to do what was best for 
his country. Ho wished - " so to per- 
form his duty that his contcience 
would approve what he had doue. He 
made his selection on tho 22nd iust., and 
the man he choso to Buceeo i Leland Stan- 
ford is George C. Perkins, ex Governor of 
California. Tho choico was unexpected, 
but it is approved by muny who desired to 
see an honest and an able man, and ono who 
has done tho State good Bei vice, selected. 
He is a Republican in politics, but, though 
loyal to his party, he is evidently not re- 
garded as an offensive or an unscrupulous 
partisan. Hero :a what the Examiner, 
which is a Democratic p >per, suya of the new 
Senator: " Governor Markham has taken 
abundant time to find bueh a senator us 
would meet tho exacting requ remeuts he 
formulated home tiino ago aud he hae met 
with a gratifying degree of success. Ex- 
Governor Perkins has not been active in 
politics of late years, but hs is a solid, sen- 
sible business man, who can be trusted to 
look after tho material interests of tho 
State." 

Liko a great many of tho public men of 
the United States Senator Pel kins is self 
made. He has fought his wuy up with very 
few artificial advantages. Ho is a Yankee 
by birth, being a native of the State of 
Maine. He is by no means &n old man, be- 
ing born in lS.'l'J. Ho began life as a cabin 
boy, and he came to California iu 1850 as a 
sailor before the mast. Ho was first a minor, 
then a teamster, and then a lumberman. 
In those early days ho gained the respect 
aud good will of tho Culifornians, for in 
1868, thirteen years after he landed in San 
Francisco, ho was elected to tho State 
Senate for Butte county. His career, both 
in politics and business, has been a success- 
ful one, and from all accounts he deserves 
both the money ho has earned and tho 
honors he has won. 



men to whom they had taken a fanny, cure 
fully and coolly in tho balance of prudence, 
and brought their scientific knowledge to 
bear on the question whether to accept or 
refuse their suitors.

The Remains of W. S. Jlcllcn Escorted to tlij 
Steamer by Knights Templar. 

\V. S. Mellon, general manager of tha 
Northern Pacific railway, who died in this 
oir.y at 12:,'i0 o'clock yesterday morning, 
having arrived on the City of Kingston 
Wednesday evening from Tacoina, wus one 
of a pleasure party of personul friends, 
whose purpose wus to uvcertuin the 
possibilities of British Columbia and 
view the scenery. Mr, Mellon wus accom- 
panied by M. Bicon, his private secretary ; 
J. W, Kendrick, chief engineor of tho 
Northern Pacific Railway ; F. B. Howell, 
Courtknd Howell and E S Alexander. 
The party repaired to the Driard Hotel, 
where dinner was served, after which a 
drive was had about tho city. On return- 
ing about 9 o'clock, Mr. Mellon complained 
of feeling ill. When ho entered his room 
his pale countenance and weak condition 
caused "haervers to believe that his illness 
was of a serious uaturo. After entering his 
room Mr. Mollen paced up und down with 
his baud pressed over his heart, und in 
response to the porter's question, inquiring 
if assistance was required, ho replied : 

" No, 1 have neuralgia of tho heart and 
you can do nothing to help me." 

A short time afterward he wus dead. Mr. 
Kendrick and Mr. Bacon were present when 
Mr. Mellen breathed his last and used all 
possiblo means to revive him, but their 
efforts were of no avail. A physician was 
called, but his di cision was that nothing 
could have been dono to prolong Mr. Mil- 
ieu's life. 

Tho remains wore embalmed and removed 
to tho Masonic Temple, whenoa they wero 
tukon to the steamer Cny of Kingston to be 
conveyed to St. Puil, M'nn., for int-rtrent.

Nyaok, N Y., July 27.— Tho marriage of 
old John Medly and young Jennie Shelley 
has just ended a scandal that greatly wor- 
ried tho good people of Sloughaborou^' 
Medly is a shoonmkor, aged GS. After the 
death of hia wife, aged 70, aome three 
months ago, hia household affairs became 
confused, and pretty Jenny Shelley, a 16 
year-old graodadghter of the deceased wife, 
became housekeeper. Tho neighbors took 
offence at what they regarded as a scandal- 
ous affair, especially as it became noised 
about that Jennie was Medly's own grand- 
daughter, and tho two were threatened with 
tar and feathers by u Whitecap committee 
Mr. Medly and his fair young housekeeper 
endured this treatment for a time, but 
finally went to Squire Wanamaker's and got 
married. No i-ooner had they returned 
homo and bolted themselves in, than a de- 
tachment of the tar aod-feather brigade ap- 
peared, and attempted to get bold of the 
aged bridegroom. When it was announced 
through a crack in tho door that the two 
had been married, and when this announce- 
ment was supplemented by two crisp bills 
thrown from a window, with a n quest that 
the crowd drink to tho health of tho bride 
and bridegroom at the neighboring tavern, 
the completely mollified Whitecaps stub 
away. 

Harrison's Reported Utterances. 

Detroit, Mich , July 27.— General Alger, 
when shown a reported interview with ex- 
President Harrison concerning the financial 
situation, said ho did not believe Mr H.irri- 
son had been correctly reported. " He bus 
too much sense to niako such utterances. 
Tho country is full of wealth, but is kept in 
this present condition by utterances like

Convict Labor In the Sontb. 

New Orleans, July 27.— Tho planters of 
East Carroll pariah have held a meeting to 
protest against the action of the board in 
giving the contract for tho construction of 
the new Wyly levoe to tho penitentiary 
leasees. They Bay that if the work iB done 
by convicta their hunda will have nothing 
whatever to do this fall, as the crops aro all 
washed away, and that most of them will 
emigrate from tho parish. A committee 
was appointed to wait on the governor and 
protest against the employment of convict 
labor on tho levees. 

Northern Pacific lletrenrliment*. 

St. Paul, July 27.— The appeals of the 
Northern Pacific stockholders for more care- 
ful management, haa induced President 
Oakea to make retrenchment. On Wednes- 
day thirty men were discharged from the 
auditing department alone. Other depart- 
ments will be cut down in proportion. The 
train service has alBO been greatly reduced. 
The management soya a reduction of ex- 
penses is made ncceoHaiy by the reduced 
rates which the Great Northern has com- 
pelled it to mike, and also by the difficulty 
experienced in floating §12,000,000 worth of 
bonds, which are now on i.ho market. 

The Sew VorK Poisoner. 

CHICAGO, July 27.— One of the most im- 
portant witnesses against Dr. Meyer will bo 
Mrs. Charles Miller, who, accompanied by 
her husband, left for New York on Tuesday, 
She was employed by tho doctor at Foledo. 
Dr. Myer advised her to take out a life in- 
surance policy, which she did. A few weeks 
later she bocamo ill, and Ur. Meyer pro- 
scribed for her. The medicine bi ought on 
Bevere pains. Roth Ur. Meyer and his wife 
then li f' tho house. A neighbor summoned 
a physician and her life was saved. 

Mexican I-i>lltlclnn Shot. 

City of Mexico, July 27- — Colonel Jose 
Andrado, who, during the administration of 
the late General Manuel Gonzales as gover- 
nor of Guana Jualo, was first official of the 
Pomragorao district in that state, was ar- 
rested a few tlaya ago on the charge of com- 
mitting a number of atrocities while serving 
in his official capacity. It was alleged that 
he shot a number of innocent persons with- 
out trial. Upon being arrested Colonel An- 
drado was conveyed to the city of Leon, 
where he was given a trial. He Mas found 
guilty of the charges against him and 
ordered to bo ahot. When the death sen- 
tence was pronounced tho prisoner said ho 
wa^ no coward. He was shot at daylight in 
the publio tnnare of tho city, the execu- 
tion being witnessed by hundreds of people. 

Whitney on the Sherman Law. 

New Yokk, July 27. — The World this 
morning publishes an interview from liever- 
ly farm, MaBS., with ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Whitney on the financial situation. 
Among othor thing3 ho said : "I agree with 
Mr. Cleveland thut simple repeal of the 
Sherman law, without amendment or sub- 
stitute, is the only thing to bo considered 
now, but I do not wish to be regarded as 
considering tho repeal of the Sherman law 
a permanent cure for our national ilia. The 
currei cy question is not the most vital one 
with wh ch we have to deal. The country's 
prosperity will never be permanently estab- 
lished while an annual tax of three or four 
hundred millions is laid upon its industries. 
National taxes b-ing levied as they are the 
general mass of the people — the producing 
and industrial classes and the great body of 
merchants, tradesmen and professional men 
— pay fifteen times us much tax, in propor- 
tion to their means, as the rich men. 

"There lies the secret of national distress; 
tho only permanent remedy is a re- adjust- 
ment of this great burden of taxation and 
equalizing its pressure upon all alike." 

Commercial Travellers' Day. 

CniCAOO, July 26. — To-day ia commercial 
travellers' day at tho World's Pair, and 
Jackson Park probably contains more of 
that class than ever heforo gathered in one 
place. They arrived by twos and threes, 
by car-loads, train-loads and boat-loads. 
The celebration was begun with a meeting 
at Festival hall at 11 o'clock, when tho dele- 
gates were welcomed to tho city and tljo 
freedom thereof was given them in a char- 
acteristic speech by Mayor Harrison. 
John C. Fennimore, of Ohio, then addressed 
his brother "knights of the grip" on 
" The World's Committee of Commerce," 
and W. F. Mitchell, of Iowa, followed with 



inmo reminiscences of previous gatherings 
of the fraternity. After lf.atening to sev- 
eral informal addresses, the drumtr.en- 
separated for lunch. Many special features 
oave been arranged by tho management foi 
their entertainment Miis ufternoon anil 
evening, including a parade of the variou> 
navafte colonies of the Plaisunce and the 
destruction of §1,500 worth of fireworks to- 
night. 

Triple Tragedy. 

Pitt.sdtjro, Pa., July 26. — A fearful 
triple tragedy was enacted hero early this 
morning, two children and their mother 
meeting their fate at the handa some fiend.

News of British Royalty, Society and 
Politics- Honors lor Duke 
of York.

IS' ew York, July 27.— Edmund Yntes 
cables tho following from London: I hear 
that the Queen intends to muko the investi- 
ture of the Duke of York a3 u Knight of the 
Thistlo a ceremony of considerable state, 
It will take placo at Balmoral in the 
autumn. The Uuke and Duchess of York 
will probably pay a u visit in tho autumn to 
tho King and Queen of YVurteniburg at 
Fredorichshafen, where their majesties have 
arrived for a stay of three months. 

The Queen'intenda to confer the Order of 
the Garter upon King William and ehe will 
likely commission the Duko of York to in- 
vest him with the ribbon and insignias. 
Emperor William ia expected to arrive at, 
Cowea on Saturday next. His majesty is 
not coming on a visit to tho Queen at Os- 
borne, aa has been stated, but will live on 
board his yacht during his stay. The Queen 
intends giving him u large dinner party in 
the Indian room at 0-borne, on Monday, 
July HI, at which the Duchess ■ f York unu 
other members of the royal family will be 
prei-ent. During the three following days 
the emperor will be occupied with the races, 
in which his yacht, the Meteor, will take 
part, and that vessel 's believed to have a 
good chance of winning the Quetn's Cup 
trophy, which her owner is very anxious to 
secure. 

On Wednesday tho Prince of Wulcs will 
probably entertain tho Emperor ut dinner 
on board tho Victoria and Albert, and on 
Thursday it is expected that HisMnj-sty 
will give a dinner party on board the nnpo 
rial yacht. On Friday the Queen will give 
another dinner party at Osborne, und on 
tho evening of Saturday, August 5, it is ex- 
pected that the Emperor will leave in his 
yacht for Germany. His movement", how- 
ever, are always uncertain. 

Lords Salisbury, Uosi bary and the hered- 
itary Prince of Hohenloho will bo among 
the guests at Osborne during the imperial 
visits. 

The American millionaire who has gained 
some notoriety this week by putting down

£20,000 for tho "ground rent" campaign 
ia not Andrew Carnegie, us so many have 
said. It ia, aa I have every reusou to be- 
lieve, A. J. Moxham, a native of Glamor 
ganshire, who recently roturned ftom New 
York with considerable wealth. He is in 
close touch with Beveral of tho Welsh Par 
liamentary party, and it ia quite possible 
that other causes besides ground reuta will 
bi ii' fit by hia generosity. 

No one seems to have stood the ordeal of 
division after division in the crowded and 
intolerably hot parliament lobby thia session 
be'ter than Mr. Gladstone. For days and 
weeks together the lobbies have been like 
ovens, and not a few members must have 
wbh'il that this "too, too solid fl-ah. would 
melt," a little under such conditions, but the 
Premier has throughout looked as cool aa a 
cucumber Recently, one of his ardent 
Welsh supporters, Herbert Lewis, tried to 
persuade Gladstone, who was sitting on the 
edge of u table in the Government lobby, 
to take his chair.

Lewia repeated hia oiler and Glad 
stone persisted in his refusal of the olTer of 
hia young follower Very often Gladstone 
avails bun-elf of the writing rable in th 
division lobby to dash through u portion of 
his private correspondence for the day.

CHAPERONS HAVE THEIR ABUSES AS 
WELL AS THEIR USES. 
■ 



An Espionage Practiced Largely by Anglo- 
raanlaes ami Those Who Have Lived Long 
In Foreign Lands — Countess Zs'orrulkow

/~f$Jfc- IIAPERONS aro a class of 
people not at till to be de- 
spised, for like every other 
element of society they have 
their uses as well as their abuses. 
! There aro in England two classes of 
chaperons — professional and nonprofes- 
sional. The former, as is well known, 
soils its service for filthy lucre, while 
tho latter belongs to all walks of life and 
■would treat with scorn any offer of com- 
pensation for its kindly acts. To the 
nonprofessional chaperon it is a de- 
lightful condescension to feel that sho 
can safely launch a young»and untried 
girl into the whirlpool of society. 
I Among theso classes we find the newly 
made wife, who likes to exploit the au- 
thority which matrimony has conferred 
upon her by assuming the charge of her 
unmarried girl friends. Then there is 
tho shabby genteel widow of an army 
or navy officer, who proclaims herself 
tho offshoot of some noble family and 
plumes herself upon that distinction. 
Her charges aro usually selected from 
middle class English life. 

In France the term chaperon con- 
veys an entirely different meaning. The 
governess in that sunny cliino plays a 
dual role, for sho must everywhere ac- 
company the maiden intrusted to hi r 
care. In Franco, as in England, the in- 
troduction of a young girl into society is 
an important episodo in her. career, es- 
pecially if sho have wealth and be also 
tho happy possessor of high connections. 
These lend their aid to make the event 
as brilliant as possible. 

Tho most particular of all countries 
in this respect is Spain, whose sunny 
daughters aro watched with a never tir- 
ing eye. They aro not permitted to step 
beyond tho home limits without a watch- 
ful attendant at their side. But the 
Spanish girl, in one respect at least, is 
no different from her sister 'of other 
climes, for despite tho diligent caro he- 
stowed upon her sho finds many oppor- 
tunities to telegraph loving glances to 
the opposite sex. 

! Tho chaperoning of young ladies in 
Russia is somewhat different from that 
which obtains in other countries. It is 
not that tho Russian girl is permitted 
more freedom, but that sho demands it 
and insists on having it. Among tho 
nobility this system of espionage is car- 
ried out with moro or less stringency. 
Tho collego students demand perfect 
liberty of action as well as freedom of 
thought. Otherwise how could so many 
of them become embroiled in the acts of 
theliberal thinkers of that empire'? The 
daughters of tho merchant or middle 
class have very little social life which 
calls for tho service of a chaperon. Tho 
swatka, or matchmaker, takes her place. 
The daughter of tho household is seldom 
permitted to bo a free agent in the busi- 
ness of husband choosing. Her oppor- 
tunities are circumscribed, and sho per- 
force yields to tho wishes of her parents. 

In Germany this matter is viewed 
from a very practical standpoint, and 
until the engagement of the young lady 
is announced tho services of a chaperon 
are constantly called into play. Tho Ger- 
man life, like tho English, is essentially 
a home one, and many of tho same re- 
strictions encircle both. 

But in England tho business of chap- 
eroning is carried on to a greater extent 
and under more peculiar conditions. 
English girls, as a rule, aro kept in the 
nursery, so to speak, till they aro past 
their seventeenth or eighteenth year. 
Their time is entirely given up to study 
and a sort of maternal care of their 
younger brothers and sisters. It is only 
in rare onsen that some particular study 
is taken up, with tho object of delving 
deep into its mysteries. The knowledge 
acquired is usually superficial and tits 
tho girl I'm littlo more than tho duties of 
a good wife and mother. Her entrance 
into society, no matter to what class she 
belongs, is a marked event in her life. 
The mother, if alive, is always supposed 
to lend Iter gracious presenco to the oc- 
casion. If it bo otherwise, some female 
friend is deputed to perform tho duty of 
sponsor. This custom applies to all 
classes of society, from tho highest to 
the lowest. 

Wo are speaking of nonprofessional 
chaperons. The professional belongs to 
quite a different sphere. She offers her 
services for money and sells herself to 
the highest bidder for whatever of distinc- 
tion sho is ahlo to carry into her work. 
It has been variously hinted that ladies 
taking high rank in London's social cir- 
cles have been found among this latter 
class, but this statement is not announced 
as a fact, for the reason that unworthy 
motives aro often attributed to tho doer 
of a generous act. This is especially the 
caso if the lady have high rank and but 
little money to sustain tho dignity of 
her position. 

Rich Americans have of late years be- 
como somewhat of a prey to tho profes- 
sional chaperon. This is only -when 
friends are lacking on tho other side, and 
tho young lady anxious to enter good Eu- 
ropean society finds it imperative to have 
some one who will vouch for her. Some 
funny st iries involving both sides have 
been told in reference to this matter, 
but it is not well to givo credence to all 
sue hears. The higher classes of society 
>n both continents aro becoming so in- 



termingled through mnrriago that this 
necessity of American maidens will soon 
bo done away with. The youth, beauty 
and wealth of the American girl aro be- 
ing gradually engrafted upon tho nobil- 
ity of tho eastern continent. 

The question of chaperoning in Amer- 
ica baa but recently acquired serious di- 
mensions, It is practiced chiefly by 
anglomanir.es and those who have spent 
the greater part of their lives in foreign 
lands. Hero in America tho daughters 
of tho household are as free as tho birds 
of tho air. Restrictions in their caso aro 
very slight, for tho reason that tho girls 
of this country aro taught to bo thor- 
oughly independent, self reliant and 
above all honorable in their actions. 
Tho young ladies of tho present day take 
part in almost as many athletic sports 
as do their brothers. The commingling 
of tho sexes which results from this and 
i tho rivalry which it engenders render 
tho American girl keenly conscious of 
her powers and tho privileges of her 
sex. Sho learns to stand up for her 
rights and always insists upon getting 
! them. 

Such a girl needs not a chaperon, for 
I sho is perfectly capable of taking euro of 
i herself. I do not mean by this tiiat par- 
' ties of young ladies, especially before 
they reach the ago of 20, should attend 
public places without escort. As a gov- 
erning power controls everything in the 
universe, so is it necessary that fin older 
person of the same sex accompany them, 
not so much from the fear that tho 
young ladies will disregard or willfully 
break any of the social laws, but rather 
that they may have some ono to look up i 
. to in emergencies. 

While much may bo said in favor of 
the chaperon system of Europe and 
| America, yet it has its pernicious side, j 
If tho chaperon be a woman of social; 
position and thoroughly honorable, all is 
well; but I regret to say that much un- 
derhand and disgraceful conduct is often 
condoned by unscrupulous guardians. 
This applies more especially to Europe. 
America is "the land of the free and tho 
home of the brave," and the American 
girl, in every step that she takes, em- 
phasizes that fact. 

Nowhere else in the world aro women 
permitted the same freedom or treated 
with the same respect by the opposite 
sex as in this country. The children aro 
called precocious and the young ladies 
self assertive and independent, but this 
is owing to their training, which they 
receive from their earliest infancy. 
Watch two children of the samo family 
at play together — tho ono a hoy and tho 
other a girl — and you will soon see that 
tho boy has been taught to revere and 
respect his sister. Ho willingly gives 
up his toys to humor her slightest whim 
and in all things treats her with tho 
greatest consideration. This fosters in 
tho girl a spirit of Independence — nay, 
oven of command — toward tho opposite 
sex. She knows sho will not bo insulted, 
no matter what she may choose to say, 
for tho American man has profited by 
tho training given to the boy. What 
need, then, of a chaperon, in tho Euro- 
pean sense, for the American girl? She 
does not require such espionage, siuco 
among her moral attributes honesty is 
invariably the controlling principle 
which forms the basis of her conduct.

Ajhukn, NY., Ju'y 27.— An execution 
by tho electric method took pluee hele to- 
day, which marked a complete fuiluro of the 
apparatus provided by the State, and which 
turned the Eceno in tho death chamber to 
one of absolute horror to tho epi ctatoru 
Tho murderer in hand was a colored man, 
William Taylor, oonvioted of tho oold-blooded 
killing of a fellow convict. It was 12:40 
o'clock when tho warden invited tho wit- 
nesses to follow him to tho death chamber 
When all was ready tho eic;iial waa given 
and tho current was turned on. Taylor's 
powerful frame shot buck and up 
in tho chair, until tho straps croaked 
and simultaneously thero waa a. crush, 
unlike anything heard before. Tho 
strain upon the boot rear, had broken and 
the under pinning of the chair gave away. 
Tho body sank to a receding posture, with 
the feel resting on the floor. The spectators 
were startled but did tint move. Everybody 
supposed the victim wua dead from tho first 
shock, when a strange noise waa heard 
Taylor began to gasp tor breath and saliva 
was seen to exude from his mouth " Turn 
nn the current," was I he command of the 
Warden, and Electrician D.via tried to 
obey, but was dumbfounded to rind no re- 
sponse to the milling of the lever ; tho dy- 
namo had brolieu down. The labored 
breathing of I he victim continued and his 
chest rone and fell convulsively. 1) ivis has 
tened outside to the dynamo to ascertain the 
trouble and found the armature had burned 
out and could be used no more t hat day. The 
victim was now gasping and groaning aloud 
He wua unbound and placed upon a cot and 
carried into the adjoining room His pulse 
grew stronger and he endeavored several 
times to rise from tho cot. The physicians 
said he wua uticouscioii3 when taken from 
the chair, precisely like a man with apo- 
plexy. He would recover, they thought, 
and the only way to carry out the sentence 
of tho law was to again place him in the 
chair. Linemen quickly connected the 
prison apparatus with the city electric light 
plant, and in an hour all way ready for tho 
second electrocution. Taylor continued to 
grow Stionger, and was given an injection 
of morphine. A small dose of chloroform 
wua also i^iven ; ho wua then carried bodily 
to the chair, w hich bud been repaired, and 
wua strapped into a silting posture. The 
current wos then turned on, the body 
strriglitened up, and tor half n minuto 1,240 
volts coursed through Taylor's form. He 
wua theu pronounced dead. 

HEATING? THE NEW SCHOOLS. 

To THE EDITOR : — I regrot that in your 
report of last night's meeting of tho School

At tho tamo 
time I auiigestcd, as was tinally adopted hy 
the Hoard, that, if tho necessary drainage 
could be arranged, water-closets bo aubsii 
tuted for the Smead-Dowd system of dry 
closets, thereby doing away with the great 
est objeotion that has been raised to the 
system. 

I may say further, as I said lust night, 
that for private houses, ollioes, hospitals, 
etc,, I greatly prefer steam or hot water.

To Authorize the Sale of Lands within 
the City of Victoria upon which 
Taxes have been due and in ar- 
rear for two years. 



"VXrirKItKAS it la expedient that all lamia or 
*" improvements or real property within 
ibo lbnita of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria upon which municipal taxes have 
been duo and In arreur for two years shall be 
sold and the proceeds applied in the reduction 
of such taxes : 

Bo it thoreforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. Tbo Collector of tho Municipal Council of 
the Oorpontion of tbo City of Vlotoria Is here- 
by authorized and dirootod whensoever taxes 
on nnv land or Improvements or re il property 
havo boon duo for two years prec ding the cur- 
rent ye ir to submit to the Mayor of 'ho City 
of Victorian list, In duelioa o, of all 'he lands 
or improvement s or rt al propoi I y liubl-, under 
i he provls ons of this by -law. to bo eold for 
taxes, witii tbo am unt of arrears agalns 1 each 
lot set opposite to Ibo samo, and the .Mayor 
shall authenticate such list hy aillvlng thereto 
i he seal of t' O Corporation a* d his signat ure, 
undone of such lists fhall ho deposited with 
the clerk of the Corporation and iho othor 
shall bo returned to tho Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annexed undor iho hand of tho 
Mayor and tho seal of the orporatlon com- 
manding him to levy upon the land or i n- 
provoments or real property for the arrears 
due thereon with his co ts. 

2. It shall not bo the duty of tho cnllec'or to 
m kcenquiry before til' cling a sale of lands 
or improvements of real property for taxes to 
nsc -rutin whether or no' there is any distress 
upon the land, nor shall bo bo bound to enquire 
into or form any opinion of Ihe value of the 
the land or Improvements or real pioporty. 

3. The Collector shall preparo a copy of the 
list of lands or improvements or real prop- 
erty to be sold and shall include therein in a 
separate column, a st" lenient i f the proportion 
of costs chargeable on each lot for advertising 
and for the commissions authorized by ibis by- 
law, to ho paid to him. and shall caiiBo a copy of 
such list to bo printed for a period of ono 
month pr. ceding tho date of such intendod 
s do in some newspaper published in tho City 
of Victo. ia. 

1 Tho advertisement shall con'aln a notifica- 
tion that urile.is thonrroarsand costs are sooner 
paid ho will proceed to sell tho lands or im- 
provements or roal property for tha taxos on a 
day, a time, and at a place named in the adver- 
tisement. 

5, Tho Collector shall at least two months be- 
fore the timo of salo also deliver to or deposit 
tho post, olllco to the address of the owner of 
such property which is to bo eol i for tuxes as 
aforesai', or to tho agont ot such owner, a 
notice in writing of tho amount c f taxes duo, 
a. d that tho property is to bo sold fur arrears 
so due. ar.d in caso tho address of the owner or 
agent is unknown a nollco to Iho samo eff.ct 
shall bo posted upon the land intendod to bo 
sold and also at least two months before the 
timo nf salo post a notleo sin llur to the above 
advertiaim-nt in aomo convenient and public 
places, that la to say, at tho Council Chambers, 
Victoria, and in tho Post Olllco Building, Vic- 
toria. 

G. Tho day of salo sh»ll bo tbo thirty-third 
day aftt r tho first publication in a newspaper 
of such list, exclusive of the day of such publi- 
cation, except in caso iho said hlrty-thlrd day 
shall fall on a Sunday or holiday, in whl' h caso 
such sale Bhnll take place on Ihe follow ing day 
ut the Council Chambers in tho City of Vic- 
toria, and shah begin ut t irelve o'clouk noon. 

7. If at any timo appointed for tho salo of tho 
land- or improvements or rod properly no bid- 
ders appear tho Collector may adjourn the salo 
from time to timo.

8. If tbo taxes havo not been previously col 
lectcd. or if no one appears to pay the samo at 
the time and place appointed for iho a . le. tho 
Collector shall soil at pub ic auction ao much 
of ihe land or improvements or reaipropo'ly 
as may bo sufficient to discharge the luxes nnd 
all lawful charge < incurred i> and ah ut tho 
salo ard tho collection of ihe tuxes, Selling in 
preference such part as he may considi r best 
for Iho owner to sell first, and In offering such 
lands or improvements orrcal property for salo 
itHhallnot bo necessary to do~c ibo particu- 
latly tho portion of the lot or section which 
shall bo sold, but it will be sufficient to Bay 
that he will sell st mu h of the lot or section us 
shall bo necessary to secure tho ,aynient of the 
taxes due. and tho amount of luxes stated in 
the a'lvertia meet shall in all cu-os be prima 
facie evidence of the correct amount due. 

9. If tho Collector fails at such sale to sell 
such luml or improvements or real property for 
the full amount of arrears of the taxes duo he 
shall ut such sale adjourn tho samo until a day 
bo publicly named by him, not carbor than one 
week nor later than three mpnth-4 thereafter, 
of which adjourned sale ho snail give not ce by 
advertisement In the newspaoer In which the 
original notice was advoriised, in d on such 
day ho shall sell such lands or Improvements 
or real property fur any sum ho cun realize, 
and shall accept sii'-h sum us full payment for 
such arrears of taxes. 

10. If I he purohisor of nny property or parcel 
of land falls immediately to pay tho Collector 
tho amount of iho purchase money, th« Col- 
lector shall forthwith again put up tho prop- 
pcrty for aalo. 

H. Immedia'ely after overy sale tbo Collec- 
tor shall return a lisi of tho arrears sfttisiled by 
such sale to tho Clerk of the Corporation, and 
shall at tho same timo pay In tbe proceeds to 
the Treasurer of tho said Corporation.

Tho announcement mado in yeBteritoy"a 
CoLOStlST that Victorit would havo a visit 
in the evening from ttc Vice-Prosident of 
the United States, Adls: E. StcvcnBon, and 
bio party, now on the Coast, was ono that 
surprised a good many pooplo, for few had 
uny idea that tho distinguished tourists 
were coming up this way. As a result, very 
husty preparations had to bo made, and 
this, togethfcr with tho Bhortotay, prevent- 
ed anything tioro being done than to tender 
an informal looeption which, however, waa 
hearty and sincere and showed to all the 
visitors that Victoria and her citiv-'na wero 
glad to toe them. 

Tho City of Kingston did not arrive un- 
til 7:30 o'clock. She wus lato iu 
leaving Taeoma, and besides liiado 
a half-hour's stop at Port Towns- 
end, where tho party wero driven 
around the town, and had extended to them 
all tho hospitalities that oimld bo crowtled 
into so bhort a space of time.

MiBS 
Letitia Stevenson, the youngest daughter of 
the vice-president and Mrs. Stevenson, wua 
apparently aa happy BB a lark und as lively 
as a cricket. All seemed to ugreo that 
sho ie a most charming young lady. 
A pronounced blonde, her boauiy is of tho 
Oriental type, her eyes being largo and ex- 
pressive. The Misses Ewing are also mo3t 
attractive young ladies. They wero en- 
tluisitiatic over be lovely acenory uronnd 
Victoria and delighted with their visit. In 
fact all the ladies of ti e party were charmed 
They enjoyed their sail across tho Straits 
immensely, and wero looking forward with 
much expectation to the roturn trip by moon- 
light.
